Action Needed! 

Reports of ducks causing heavy damage to crops 
are already coming in from the area bordering Lake 
McGregor and strong criticism is heard of the appar¬ 
ent lack of interest in the farmers’ plight by the prov¬ 
incial and federal governments. Where quick, decisive 
action is needed, it is sadly lacking. The authorities’ 
approach to the problem has been feeble and half¬ 
hearted—as witness the on-again-off-again legislation 
regarding “scaring permits” and the improperly-pub¬ 
licized change from individual killing permits to a 
general permit. 

Regarding the latter, just how many farmers 
are going to take time during this busy harvest season 
to inform the provincial game commissioner of the 
names of those men who have been authorized to help 
keep the ducks off his land and the exact location of 
the land, as well as giving each hunter an individual 
letter of authorization? 

Farmers are generally agreed that the best help 
they can get in meeting this duck problem is to have 
the shooting season opened as soon as harvesting 
starts, and recent protest meetings held at Barons 
and Blackie have urged that this be done in future. 

We believe the provincial government can secure 
authority to have the duck shooting season opened at 
any time it sees fit; and if the government is interest¬ 
ed in the welfare of the grain-growers of the southern 
part of the province it will secure that authority and 
use it whenever necessary in future years. 

There is no effective method of keeping ducks 
out of Southern Alberta grain fields other than shoot¬ 
ing them. Control of ducks, as advocated by the Can¬ 
adian Wildlife Service, comes under three headings: 
1) Scaring, 2) Feeding, 3) Methods of farming. At 
the protest meeting held in Vulcan last March, J. 
Bernard Gollop, Wildlife Management Officer of the 
Department of Resources and Development, Ottawa, 
admitted that the first method, scaring, was not sat¬ 
isfactory and that the other two methods were im¬ 
possible in this area. 

At Vulcan, the meeting asked the government to 
sponsor a duck extermination program. At Barons 
over i00 farmers asked that ducks be classified as 
pests and reduced in numbers to the point where they 
could do no damage. 

The government cannot continue‘to ignore these 
expressions of public opinion. The damage being done 
is very real and in this part of the province alone 
could again run into hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
The red tape must be cut to give farmers greater help 
in protecting their grain crops and it is up to the gov¬ 
ernment to step in and get some action on this matter.

A little over a year ago the federal government 
provided $65 millions to augment the final payment on 
a 5-year pool conducted by the Wheat Board, involv¬ 
ing the sale of about lVs* billion bushels of wheat. That 
grant was compensation for the refusal of Great Brit¬ 
ain to make a further payment on 600 million bushels 
of wheat bought under an .agreement between that na¬ 
tion and Canada. ’ 

The howl that went up from the east over the 
making of the payment re-echoed in the farthest val¬ 
leys in the Rocky mountains. The critic said the spoil¬ 
ed west was again being pap-fed. Parliament was pay¬ 
ing out good eastern money to prosperous prairie far¬ 
mers. 

We have just come across an item of news which 
would indicate that other parts of Canada are being 
bonused heavily by the federal treasury. A little over 
* ten years ago the government entered into an agree¬ 
ment to pay the cost of freighting feed grains from 
Fort William eastward. The purpose as outlined was 
to maintain the production of meat, dairy and poultry 
products in Eastern Canada, at a time when such pro¬ 
duction was badly needed because of the war. 

It is some years since the end of the war and the 
free freight policy is still in effect. In the intervening 
10 years over 29 millions tons of feeds of all classes 
has been shipped under this policy at a total cost of 
over $171 million. This averages out at $5.88 a ton. 

• Ontario received 12 million tons during the 10 
year period, Quebec over 11 million tons and other 
provinces lesser amounts. By the year’s end the total 
cost will be three times the $65 millions paid to west¬ 
ern wheat growers last year. And the free freight pol- 
- icy is likely to continue. 

As a result of this plan the people of Eastern 
Canada are getting cheaper butter, eggs and meats of 
all kinds. Ontario is enabled to maintain its leading 
place in the value of annual farm production. The 
farmers of Ontario and Quebec are placed on close to 
the same level as that of prairie farmers in the price 
to be paid for feed grains. * 

Probably the people of Eastern Canada are not 
fully aware^s they should be of what is being done 
by the federal government fdr their benefit.

Flax Not Hard 
On the Land 


The third largest telescope in 
the world is in use qt Toronto's 
Difnlap Observatory. 


Plot 30 of the Agricultural Ex¬ 
periment Station at Fargo, North 
Dakota has been cropped continu¬ 
ously to flax since 1890 without 
fertilizers. The 1951 annual report 
of this station states that Plot 30 
averaged 20 bushels per acre. In 
an early bulletin from Fargo the 
flax crop for 1898 on Plot 30 was 
reported as 12.3 bushels per acre. 
Improved, high yielding, disease re 
sistant varieties presently grown 
would account for this increased 
average yield. The point is that 
after sixty years of cropping to 
flax, Plot 30 can still produce g 
good flax crop. 

This same annual report quotes 
results on the - mineral intake of 
flax compared to wheat, oats, and 
barley at Fargo, Minot and Park 
River. Straw and chaff, as well as 
•grain were analysed for nitrogen, 
phosphorus, potassium, sulphur, 
calcium and magnesium. The 
study covered five, crop years. It 
showed that in producing good av¬ 
erage yields flax'removed less nit¬ 
rogen, phophorous. potassium and 
sulphur from the soil than wheat, 
oats, or barley.

DUCKS UNLIMITED? OI1 NO! 

At a meeting held in Blackie on 
Saturday, many farmers gathered 
to see what steps could be taken 
to relieve the present duck infes¬ 
tation. 

A resolution was passed to wire 
Ottawa at once asking that this 
area t defined by a committee ap¬ 
pointed Oy a chairman be declared 
an emergency area and after 6 a.m. 
Tuesday, September 9th, the shoot¬ 
ing of ducks bo opened without 
license or permit, 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week, until the situ¬ 
ation is declared under control. 

The wire was sent to Hon. Ro¬ 
bert H. Winters, minister of re¬ 
sources and development; Hi S. 
Huestls, fish and game commission¬ 
er; Rt. Hon. J. G. Gardiner, min¬ 
ister of agriculture; E. G. Hansell, 
M. P., Hon. Peter Dawson; Doug¬ 
las Harkness, M. P. and to those 
connected with the defined area. 

Members of Ducks Unlimited 
were present from; Calgary, Ed¬ 
monton, High River, Claresholrn, 
Turner Valley and other places too 
numerous to mention. Each mem¬ 
ber gave a short talk on the steps- 
that have been taken to curb the 


If the telegram Is accepted by 
the authorities it is thought that 
the best will have been done for 
this year but some suggestions for 
future control are: 

1. Throw the duck season open 
until the duck population is re¬ 
duced. 

2. Have spring season. 

3. Use chemicals in lakes to drive 
ducks out 

4. Declare ducks a pest and treat 
accordingly. 

5. Split up duck season and use 
30-day periods where needed. 

6. Give full co-operation to offi¬ 
cials in their work. 

7. Cut'duck numbers biologically.
